2. EXCEPT FOR OPENING PARAGRAPH. DRAFT COUNTRY CHAPTER DEALS 
WITH ECONOMIC FACTORS. TEXT OF FIRST PARAGRAPH FOLLOWS: 

QUOTE. ICELAND HAS NO ARMED FORCES OF HER OWN, BUT THE 
STRATEGIC POSITION OF HER TERRITORY AND THE MILITARY FACILITIES 
WHICH HAVE BEEN PLACED AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE US AND NATO 
PROVIDE AN ESSENTIAL CONTRIBUTION TO THE DEFENSE OF THE 
ALLIANCE. THE FACILITIES AVAILABLE TO NATO PROVIDE EARLY 
WARNING OF ENEMY ACTIVITIES IN THE AREA, A BASE FOR MARITIME 
AND AIR SURVEILLANCE AND A BASE FOR THE LOGISTIC SUPPORT OF 
NATO NAVAL FORCES. IN ADDITION, ICELAND PROVIDES STAGING AND 
EMERGENCY DIVERSION FACILITIES FOR RE-INFORCEMENT AIRCRAFT.
